There was a rush for window seats in the tall Vic- 
torian houses adjoining the hospital to see the 86-year- 
old former prime minister rolled from the hospital in a 
wheelchair to an ambulance. 

Would-be sightseers called at the houses, hoping to 
buy a grandstand view of the distinguished patient. 

Friends said Sir Winston is anxious to return as 
soon as possible to the Riviera, where he was vacationing 
June 28 when he fell in his Monte Carlo hotel room and 
broke his left thigh. 

There was no indication, however, when he will be 


able to travel to the south of France again.

Space Ships 
Didn't Join 


MOSCOW ({Reuters)—The Soviet Union’s twin 
astronauts revealed today that they both landed 
by parachute after their epic flight through space. 

Maj. Andrian Nikolayey and Lt.-Col. Pavel 
Popovich also revealed to a press conference here 
that their spaceships weighed about five tons. 

And they disclosed that the closest their space- 
ships came to each other during their “joint flight” 


was “about five kilometres”—a little more than 
three miles. 


Popovich, asked how he had ianded, said 
“beside my ship, like my predecessors Gagarin and 
Titov.” Nikolayev also disclosed he baled out. 

The two cosmonauts thus, cleared up three of 
the major questions unanswered since Nikolayev 
was launched on the morning of Aug. 11 to be 
joined by bay alg a little less. than 24 hours later. 

Earlier Soviet announcements had implied that 
both men landed in their spacecraft, Nikolayey 
after orbiting for 95. hours and Popovich 71 hours. 

They landed, both in parachutes, -six minutes
